No Tax Rate Rise 
Foreseen in Borough 

Ordinance Fixing Rate at 18 

Mills, Same as 1931, Is 

Introduced. 



No increase in the borough tax rate 
for 1932 is contemplated in Narberth, 
according to an ordinance fixing the 
rate at 18 mills on the dollar intro- 
duced at the December meeting of 
Council on Monday night. 

This ordinance establishing the tax 
rate, which is the same as for 1931, 
together with an ordinance making a 
tentative budget of $86,300 for 1932, 
was passed on first reading and will 
be presented at the January meeting of 
Council for final passage and amend- 
ment, if necessary. 

An amendment to the milk ordi- 
nance was also introduced and passed 
on first reading establishing standards 
for cream on a basis comparable to 
those already made governing milk. 
When adopted this amendment will 
give Narberth a milk ordinance simi- 
lar to that in effect in Lower Merion 
and the other municipalities compris- 
ing the milk control district. 

A recommendation authorizing the 
purchase of metal badges for members 
of the Narberth Fire Company, pre- 
sented by Edward S. Haws, chairman 
oi the Public Safety Committee, was 
approved. These badges will be iden- 
tical with those worn by members of 
the Lower Merion Township Fire De-

Ardmore Legion Post Acting as 
Sponsor of Plan to Re- 
store Facilities 



PROMINENT MEN HELP 



Out of the haze of uncertainty sur- 
rounding the affairs of the closed Mer- 
ion Title and Trust Company has come 
a plan for the immediate formation of 
a new institution to replace the defunct 
bank in the community, and to aid in 
the orderly liquidation of the assets of 
flic Merion Title. 

Sponsored by the Bullock-Sanderson 
Post of the American Legion, Ard- 
more, and backed by a group of re- 
sponsible citizens in Ardmore, Nar- 
berth and Bala-Cynwyd, an appeal is 
being made to the depositors of the 
closed bank for their approval of the 
formation of a completely new bank, 
under new management, but devoted in 
part to the salvaging of the assets of 
the Merion Title for the benefit of 
the depositors. 

The move was made suddenly this 
week following the order of Dr. Wil- 
liam D. Gordon, State Secretary of 
Banking, to liquidate the Merion Title 
and Trust Company. When the Le- 
gion announced its plans, the Board of 
Directors of the Merion Title and 
Trust Company promptly met to offer 
their co-operation to the move. A 
statement was issued Wednesday by 
the president of the institution, Rich- 
ard J. Hamilton, which said: 

"The Board of Directors of the Mer- 
ion Title and Trust Company met last 
evening to lend their hearty co-opera- 
tion to efforts being put forth to or- 
ganize a new banking institution of a 
character to provide proper banking 
facilities for the community and to co- 
operate in effecting liquidation of the 
assets of the Merion Title and Trust 
Company by liquidation over a period 
of time rather than by forced liquida- 
tion in markets affected by present 
business conditions. Volunteer com- 
mittees have been formed in Ardmore, 
Narberth and Bala-Cynwyd and by the 
American Legion Post in Ardmore to 
receive concrete expression from the 
depositors and citizens of the _ com- 
munity as to their co-operation in the 
establishing of such an institution in 
requesting them to immediately mail 
their answers to the following ques- 
tions to the 'Commander, American 
Legion Post.' 

"The questions are as follows: 

"1. Are you willing to subscribe a 
portion of your present deposits with 
the Merion Title and Trust Company 
for stock in a new banking institution 
(under new management), using the 
present .facilities of the Merion Title 
and Trust Company, if a certain por- 
tion of your present deposit is made 
immediately available for your use? 

"2. Are you willing to continue the 
previous, deposit relationship with the 
Merion Title and Trust Company with 
the new banking institution? 

"3. Are you willing to subscribe for 
stock of such a new institution inde- 
pendent of your deposit? 

"4. If you are not a depositor of the

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Alba B. Johnson Tells 
of Trip to Spain 

'Every Conception You Have 
Probably Wrong,' Says For- 
mer Baldwin President. 



WAS ROTARY SPEAKER 



A Main Line resident, famed in the 
world of finance and commerce, ad- 
dressed the Bala-Cymvyd-Narbcrth Ro- 
tary Club on Tuesday. He chose his 
own topic, and, instead of picking the 
overdone subjects of business and de- 
pression cures, spoke on Spain. 

Alba Boardman Johnson, of Rose- 
nioirt, former president of the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works, member of 
the Federal Reserve Board and holder 
of honors gained during an active life, 
Rave the members of the club one of 
tlie most fascinating and intimate talks 
heard in many months. 

Mr. Johnson spent some weeks in 
Spain early in the present year, accom- 
panied by his wife. Well past seventy, 
he has mastered the Spanish language 
and become acquainted with the cus- 
toms and geography of this most in- 
teresting country. 

"Spain, in the first place, is easy to 
get to," he said. "A week of sailing 
on a palatial liner brings one to Gibral- 
ter. Then you find that the whole 
country is a treasure house which 
opens itself to you. 

"Every conception you may have 
about Spain is probably wrong. We 
found that out. The roads arc as good 
as those hi Pennsylvania. The hotels 
in the cities arc as fine as any in the 
world. It is one of the cleanest of 
countries. Only the climate — hot in 
summer and cold in winter — is trying." 

The speaker then went on to discuss 
the geographical and climatic features 
of Spain, tracing the route of a part of 
his trip. An overnight stop at the 
monastery of Guadelupc in the moun- 
tains of Toledo was a high point of 
the trip. Retreat of Ferdinand and 
Isabella and of Christopher Columbus, 
the monastery has changed but little 
during the centuries. 

The political situation interested Mr. 
Johnson. "1 went to Spain a con- 
firmed Monarchist," he said. "I liked 
Alfonso, and was surprised, as was 
nearly every Spanish leader, by the 
overturn of the monarchy. 

"Alfonso's crime seems to have been 
the creation of the dictatorship of 
Primo de Rivera. The present repub- 
lican government, though, is even more 
despotic, despite their original declara- 
tions of free speech, etc. No mon- 
archist dares show his head, and any 
newspaper which expresses an opinion 
is apt to be surpressed. 

"The Republic has great problems, 
and has conducted itself remarkably 
well. The leaning is toward the left 
— with socialism and communism very 
strong. The separation of church and 
state, with the gradual withdrawal of 
the governmental subsidies to the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, has been most 
difficult, particularly in view of the 
fact that most of the leaders are de- 
vout Catholics. 

"I have the greatest confidence in 
the future of Spain," Mr. Johnson con- 
cluded, "but anything may happen at 
any time."

partmeiit of which the Narberth Fire 
Company is a co-operating member. 
All previous badges issued by any ol 
the fire companies will be void and 
only firemen wearing an authorized 
badge will be admitted by the police 
within the (ire lines. 

The report of the Highway Com- 
mittee submitted by it's chairman, 
Robert I". Wood, indicated that work 
had been completed on the rebuilding 
of Havcrford Avenue from Narberth 
to Essex Avenues and of Windsor 
Avenue from Wvnncwood to Essex 
Avenues at a total cost of $9831.88, of 
which $3200 will be refunded to the 
borough by the county. 

The complete report of the Highway 
Committee follows: 

"The work of rebuilding Havcrford 
Avenue, from Narberth to Essex Ave- 
nues, and Windsor Avenue from 
Wynnewood to Essex Avenues, was 
started and carried through to com- 
pletion during the month of November. 
These jobs were undertaken unusually 
late in the season in order to co-oper- 
ate with and take advantage of the 
program of unemployment relief which 
was initiated and, in the main, con- 
trolled by the County Commissioners. 
The total cost of the Havcrford Ave- 
nue job was $5918.25 and the total cost 
of the Windsor Avenue job was 
$3913.63, making a total of $9831.88, 
of which $3200 will be refunded to the 
borough by the county. 

"Separate from these two jobs, so 
far as expense was concerned, but es- 
sential in connection with them, was 
the relocation of the curb at the north- 
east corner of Haverford and Essex 
Avenues, and the installation of an 
entirely new curb abutting the play- 
ground property of the borough on 
the south side on Windsor Avenue. 
The relocation of the corner curb at 
Haverford and Essex Avenues was 
made possible by the generous and 
public-spirited co-operation of Mr. H. 
Ricklin, who owns that property. He 
freely consented to setting back the 
curb at the corner fifteen inches which 
has greatly improved the traffic con- 
dition at that congested intersection. 
The extra work at that corner was 
$44. The cost of the Windsor Avenue 
curb was $385.07. 



"In addition to the extra work of the 
past month all normal activities of the 
Highway Department were carried on 
as usual, including the collection of 
824 cubic yards of ashes and rubbish 
at a cost of $679.88, arid the cleaning 
of streets at a cost of $353.18."

The Legion Committee is composed 
of Harold L. Reese (manufacturer) ;

The statement ordering liquidation 
of the Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany was issued by Dr. Gordon Mon- 
day morning. In his statement Dr. 
Jordon said that several proposals for 
reorganization had been made, but, at 
this time, no concrete plan had been 
advanced and, therefore, liquidation 
had to be ordered. 

He stated that every effort would 
be made to expedite initial payments to 
depositors. 

Notices will be sent at once to de- 
positors of the bank. These notices 
will contain the amount on deposit ac- 
cording to the bank's records. If this 
amount does not correspond to the de- 
positor's figures, the pass book should 
be presented at the main office of the 
M crion Title and Trust Company be- 
fore January IS. 

"If the amount indicated," read the 
statement, "does not correspond with 
your deposit balance or pass book, you 
arc required to file a proof of claim 
within 30 days from the date of this 
notice; otherwise the amount shown 
above shall be conclusive of the amount 
of your claim, subject to outstanding 
checks." 

Other creditors of the trust com- 
pany have until January IS, 1932, to 
file formal proof of claim. 

The Legion finance committee, ap- 
pointed by H. L. Reese, commander of 
Bullock-Sanderson Post, issued the fol- 
lowing statement Monday: 

"It is realized that" a forced liquida- 
tion of any bank under present condi- 
tions would result in a great loss to 
depositors and believing that the com- 
munity would be greatly benefited if 
a new bank with proper management 
was formed to take over the facilities 
of the Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany, the committee has been advised 
that a plan for the formation of a new 
bank may become operative if sufficient 
support and confidence is evidenced by 
this community. The committee, 
therefore, requests that every deposi- 
tor communicate at once with the com- 
mander of the American Legion, Ard- 
more, answering the above questions." 

The meeting of directors of the Mer- 
ion Title was called originally at a re- 
quest of Walter R. Faries, representing 
Bala-Cynwyd depositors, for informa- 
tion regarding "deposit liabilities and 
tlie character and the amount of assets 
available for deposit payments." 

After the directors' meeting Tues- 
day night Mr. Faries was informed 
that the directors had voted to refuse 
such information on the advice of their 
attorney, Parker S. Williams.

Mr. Keighton Answers 'Vagrant' 

To the Editor of Our Town: 

I read with an unusual interest the 
column of "The Vagrant" as it made 
its appearance in your last week's issue 
of "Our Town." As chairman of the 
committee that has had the community 
services in its charge I suppose it is 
only natural that I should feel a neces- 
sity to make reply.

The chief difficulty all along has been 
in the choice of speakers. Does Nar- 
berth desire to hear those who bring a 
specifically religious address, or are 
they willing to hear such a discussion 
as was brought by James Weldon 
Johnson last March? If the desire is 
for a religious service and sermon, of 
what nature shall it be: priestly or 
prophetic? 

Mark you, Sir Vagrant, I am not 
in the least personal in these questions. 
I would to heaven that everyone of us 
who wrote on moot questions could 
discuss them in such fair and consider- 
ate fashion as you have done I It is a 
tribute to any man to speak upon "a 
sad spectacle" without rancor or vin- 
dictive bitterness.

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Stabilization of Industry Is a Community 
Problem, Says Bryn Mawr Conference Speaker 

Many Noted Speakers Discuss Phases of Stabilization at Conference 
Sponsored by College and Women's 
Trade Union League. 



"The stabilization of industry has 
been recognized as a community prob- 
lem, as well as a problem of industry 
itself," declared Dr. Lillian M. Gil- 
breth, member of President Hoover's 
Committee on Unemployment, speak- 
ing at Bryn Mawr College December 5. 

Dr. Gilbreth was one of the many 
noted speakers who discussed indus- 
trial stabilization at a conference at 
Bryn 'Mawr sponsored by the College 
and the Women's Trade Union 
League of Philadelphia. 

"The community," Dr. Gilbreth 
said, "furnishes the consumer, who 
must buy if industry is' to be able to 
stabilize distribution and production. 
The community furnishes the pressure 
on business and industry, to stabilize. 
The community is responsible for the 
education that will make possible the 
recognition of the need for stabiliza- 
tion, and for the security upon which 
stabilization rests. 

"The President's Committee on Un- 
employment, first under Colonel 
Woods and now under Mr. Gilford, 
has recognized that the establishment 
of security is the great problem. Ever 
since the appointment of the first com- 
mittee, in the fall of 1930, fact-finding 
investigations have been under way. 
The results of some of these investi- 
gations have been set forth in the 
many pamphlets that have appeared 
which present methods of finding jobs 
as well as of supplying relief. They 
specialize collecting and distributing 
information as to successful working 
out of the industrial problems of or- 
ganizations which have found solutions 
for their own problems that are applic- 
able to the problems of others. 

"We arc becoming better able 1.0 
evaluate educations, vocational guid- 
ance and efficient promotion — and to 
determine the best methods of help- 
ing people train and retrain. We shall 
adopt job analysis and personality 
analysis; unify education, from the 
pre-school throughout life; and help 
outline adequate and adjustable cur- 
ricula. We shall base vocational guid- 
ance on skills and satisfactions, and 
thus train not only for work, but for 
leisure, and for ultimate jobs as well 
as first jobs. In this way we shall 
bring to problems of stabilization in 
industry better methods of attack, and 
at the same time gradually insure a 
group to be stabilized who are able 
to understand the problem and co- 
operate in its solution."

MISS MARY VAN KLEECK 
director of the Department of Indus- 
trial Studies of the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation, who was one of the speakers at 
the conference on the Stabilisation of 
Industry held at Bryn Motor College 
December 5. 

Speaking on "The Experience of 
New York Industries in Meeting the 
Industrial Depression," as a feature of 
the industrial stabilization program, 
Miss Frances Perkins, New York In- 
dustrial Commissioner, said in part: 

"All over the country many firms 
which previously thought of stabiliza- 
tion only as it concerned their own 
business prosperity, are now thinking 
of stabilization in social terms — that is, 
in terms of the welfare of_ the worker. 
Many employers are considering what 
can be done, not only to keep indus- 
try on an even keel the year around, 
but also to make unnecessary great 
charitable drives such as the one which 
we are witnessing this winter. 

"In the State of New York the 
efforts of Governor Roosevelt and the 
officials of the State Labor Depart- 
ment to devise measures for the cur- 
rent relief and future prevention of 
unemployment began almost as soon 
as the still existent unemployment epi- 
demic appeared.

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Importance of Wise Spending of Welfare 

Funds Stressed by Bryn Mawr Club Speaker 



It was a real job to raise the $10,- 
000,000 for the United Campaign fund, 
but the bigger work will be to use the 
money wisely. The welfare workers 
feel a two-fold responsibility. One to 
the donors and a greater to the re- 
ceivers. They will endeavor to give 
aid not only where it is needed, but 
to give in a manner that will not cause 
a letting down of the morale and self- 
respect of the receiver. 

Mr. J. Prentice Murphy, head of the 
Seybert Foundation and the Children's 
Bureau of Philadelphia, in his talk on 
"The Gift of Understanding" before 
the Bryn Mawr Woman's Club 
December 7, stressed this and the 
importance of patience and understand- 
ing needed, not only in the present 
crisis, but in the never ending labor 
of aiding those who, through some un- 
explained turn in the wheel of fortune 
or due to circumstances of life too 
strong to overcome, under mental 
stress have broken social laws, and 
perhaps arc paying ' the extreme 
penalty. 

"After all," he said, "prisons are only 
failures. Failures because they come 
too late. The mistake has been made. 
If conditions causing those mistakes 
could be studied and corrected, per- 
haps there would be no need for 
prisons. The test of everyone is the 
way he takes reality. The life of the 
body must be in harmony with the 
life of the mind.

"The best of social teachings are not 
always, applicable and sometimes are 
mis-interpreted. In 1916 the London 
Spectator had this story. A Hindoo 
lad in Calcutta had come under the 
influence of a very fine clergyman, 
who had preached peace to his flock. 
When the World War started and the 
English Government asked the Indian 
Government to raise a large army, he 
said that though in general it was not 
right to kill, this was a time, if ever, 
it was right to kill their enemies. 
Some months later this young Indian 
was in an engagement and was about 
to take the life of a handsome young 
German officer when something hap- 
pened to him. A day or so later he 
wakened in an emergency hospital and 
much to his surprise in the next bed 



was the young German. The nurse 
was called away from the ward and the 
Hindoo made a desperate effort and 
crawled out of bed and to the side of 
the German, broke a drinking glass, 
cut the other man's throat. How could 
this young Hindoo be made to under- 
stand why they accused him of mur- 
der? 

"Sometimes the yield for the work 
seems indeed small. A group of social 
workers checked the progress of those 
released from a reformatory in Con- 
cord, Massachusetts. They found that 
eighty percent were not making good 



and that the twenty percent who were 
had done so only because some inter- 
ested person was working with the 
tenacity of spirit of the old hymn 
which says 'Oh Love that will not let 
me go.' 

"There is in each one of us a great 
potential for good or evil. The greater 
the power for good, the greater the 
power for evil. No tepid person ever 
made much of an impression on the 
world. The deepest mystery of life 
is perhaps the mystery of personality.

Set in Lower Merion 



Lowest Bacteria Count for All 

Grades of Milk Established 

Last Month. 



MISS MEESER RE-ELECTED 

With the lowest bacteria count for 
all grades of milk, Lower Merion es- 
tablished a milk control record last 
month. 

This record surpasses all records 



kept since the milk control district, 
comprising Lower Merion, Haverford 
and Lansdowne Townships and Nar- 
berth and Alden Boroughs, was or- 
ganized in April 1921. 

According to the milk report sub- 
mitted at the Lower Merion Board of 
Health meeting in the Township 
Building at Ardmore_ on December 7, 
the average bacteria count for all 
grades of milk, certified, inspected raw 
and pasteurized milk, for November 
was 7,444 and the sanitary grade was 
92 percent. 

The next highest record was made 
in the early part of 1930 when a 
monthly record of a 8145 bacteria 
count was reported. 

"As compared to national stand- 
ards," declared Dr. George Grim, milk 



control officer for the district, "the 
low bacteria count is phenomenal. 
The United States Public Health Serv- 
ice has set an average bacteria count 
of 30.000 as the standard for "A" 
pasteurized milk. Our count for this 
particular grade of pasteurized milk 
for November was 8,500." 

"I consider the November record 
especially good because of many warm 
days we had during the month. Our 
record reflects the general improve- 
ment of supplies, better facilities at 
producing farms and more careful at- 
tention to details." 

The sanitary grade represents an 
average of conditions which is ob- 
tained after examing milk for bacteria, 
dirt, b coli, Welsh bacillus, fermenta- 
tion and leucocytes. 



In October, 1931, the average sani- 
tary grade was reported as 90 percent 
and the bacteria count 14,000. 

Members of the board of health also 
received a report on the autopsies per- 
formed on six cows condemned at the 
Malvern Epright farm in Gladwyne. 
All file cows showed visible lesions of 
tuberculosis, the report stated. 

Dr. Bertrand K. Wilbur, president 
of the board, announced that Miss 
Blanche E. Meeser, 441 Woodbine 
Avenue, Narberth, had been re-ap- 
pointed a member of the Lower 
Merion Board of Health for another 
five-year term. This will be Miss 
Meeser's second term as a member of 
the board.

And what to use for money? 



As December draws to a close we 
may expect heavier frosts and frozen 
ground, which reminds us that this is 
the time to spread salt hay, lightly 
but evently — and criss-crossed over the 
newly-planted beds and borders. If 
. your rhododendron and laurel plant- 
ings have gathered a good mulch of 
leaves about their stems they will be 
happy until spring. As a substitute 
for leaves a good inch of peat moss 
will answer the purpose. 

¥ I 

Dormant roses may be planted at | 
this late date and it is not too late ! 
to give some attention to old bushes, j 
Pull the soil up a good four inches ; 
around the stems, mulch the ground 
with salt hay and use the same mate- 
rial to tie around the stems to keep 
the winter sun off the buds. Cutting 
back long canes will prevent the wind 
from whipping them and loosening the 
soil about the roots. If your roses are 
few a half-bushel peach basket, with 
half the bottom knocked out, will give 
good protection if the basket is filled 
lightly with leaves or salt hay. 

As a good all 'round insecticide for 
house plants, kerosene emufeion is 
quite satisfactory when properly made 
and used. Cut a one-inch square piece 
of laundry soap and dissolve in a pint 
of hot water. When cool add a table- 
spoonful of' kerosene and mix well, 
wash the leaves, top and bottom, with 
the mixture but do not let the emul- 
sion get into the soil. Keep the plants 
in shade for a day and then wash, or 
spray with clear water and you will 
have a clean plant, free of insects. Or 
perhaps you prefer pyrethrum-soap 
used the same way. 

Sickly plants are sometimes found 
to have worms in the soil when exam- 
ined. There are two standard reme- 
dies. Lime water is made with a large 
tablespoonful of slacked lime in a pint 
of water. Let the lime settle and pour 
the clear lime water over the soil. Re- 
peat a week later. Or you may mix 
one teaspoonful of ammonia in a pint 
of water and soak the soil with it. 

y 

Winter-garden bowls are most in- 
teresting as well as beautiful and easy 
to care for. The most fascinating are 
those made up with native woodland 
plants such as partridgeberry, club 
mosses, rattlesnake plantain, spotted 
wintergreen, hepaticas, seedling trail- 
ing arbutus plants that will blossom 
and perfume the bowl, various mosses 
and lichens with a mossy stone to 
complete the ensemble. A tiny laurel 
will help the woodland atmosphere. 
We almost forgot the dwarf woodland 
ferns. Such a bowl should not be 
placed in a sunny window. Woodland 
plants do not grow in the sun and 
besides the water would be evaporated 
too rapidly. A table near a northeast 
or northwest window is just right, 
where the bowl will get an hour or two 
of sun, such as the plants might get 
in the woodland. The original water- 
ing should last for months as the 
bowls have glass covers. When the 
plants show signs of shriveling is time 
to moisten the soil again. Such bowls 
in a window show moisture on the cool 
side near the glass but are clear on 
the warm side near the heat of the 
room.

Stabilization of Industry 

Is a Community Problem 

Continued from Pas* J) 

"It was in November and December, 
1929, that the reports from the leading 
factories of the State showed a de- 
crease in unemployment which made 
business apprehensive, though a pro- 
tracted period of unemployment was 
not then generally anticipated. 

"In March, 1930, Governor Roose- 
velt appointed what was first called 
the Committee on the Stabilization of 
Industry for the Prevention of Unem- 
ployment. 

In November, 1930, the commission, 
as a result of its experience, made a 
report to the Governor containing four 
outstanding suggestions for preventing 
seasonal layoffs, all aimed at the sta- 
bilization within the industries '•icm- 
selves. In the phraseology which the 
report used these suggestions were as 
follows : 

Stimulate consumer and dealer de- 
mand during the off seasons. 

Schedule production so that employ- 
ment may be fairly distributed through 
the year despite fluctuations in sales. 

Develop side lines and filler products 
for the slack seasons. 

Use a' flexible working day rather 
than alternately hiring and laying off 
workers. 

* * * 

Women's Bureau statistics, as given 
at the conference by Miss Mary An- 
derson, director of the Women's Bu- 
reau, U. S. Department of Labor, are 
as follows: 

Women's Bureau studies show that 
thousands of women are working an 
unbelievably long day for this time 
and age — ten and eleven hours a day. 
Evidence has come to the Women's 
Bureau that some employers, during 
the recent depression, have been work- 
ing women twelve, thirteen and four- 
teen hours, with no extra pay for over- 
time. Cut-throat competition or the 
desire to get ahead of other employers 
by filling orders quickly is the motive 
behind such long-hour schedules. 

As a contrast to such methods is 
an employer who just about a year ago 
put all his employes on a six-hour 
day. with an increase in wages to make 
up for reduced hours, and employed 
one-third more people. He claims the 
result has been a more ambitious and 



alert working force, increased produc- 
tion, and considerably decreased over- 
head. 

Unemployed workers in this coun- 
try furnish the greatest potential mar- 
ket for American goods in the world. 
If they could afford to buy what they 
need in order to maintain an Ameri- 
can standard of living, the danger of 
industrial depression would vanish. 

Wages have been reduced more 
than cost of living in the past two 
years, according to figures brought 
from various Government sources and 
recently made public. Since 1929, 
while cost of living has declined 12 per 
cent., the income of factory workers 
(not including salaried employees) has 
gone down 37 per cent. 

In the enactment of social legisla- 
tion making for better standards, edu- 
cational organizations have the respon- 
sible role of pointing and leading the 
way.

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HIGHLIGHTS — A Cartoon His- 
tory of the Nineteen Twenties. 
(William Farquhar Pay son, New 
York, $4.50.)

"Highlights, a Cartoon History of 
the Nineteen Twenties," is the title of 
a collection of some sixty five repro- 
ductions of cartoons drawn by Rollin 
Kirby for the now departed New York 
World, and forms an interesting vol- 
ume of comment upon the chief (or 
rather what the World so considered) 
events of the past decade. 

In Mr. Kirby's best vein of satire 
these large moments arc put forth in 
his customary direct style, with little to 
be desired in technical excellence, as 
is befitting one of the foremost car- 
toonists of his time. Quite naturally 
there will be sonic difference of opinion 
as to his choice of subjects, but taken 
in toto it is a work of value and should 
be worth while to any and all who 
remember or need to be reminded of 
that period of post-war politics leading 
to and through the sources of many of 
the present-day problems. 

In the explicit preface, Walter Lipp- 
mann mentions Mr. Kirby's truism 
that "the cartoon of approbation is 
rarely successful," and, true to that 
belief, there is little approbation ex- 
pressed in them. That attitude is 
tempered, however, with considerable 
humor, a saving grace which prevents 
the bitterness which so often makes 
distasteful the remarks (for that is the 
cartoon's position) concerning poli- 
tics, prohibition and other subjects of 
dispute which necessarily form the 
basis of such a collection. 

There can be nothing but praise for 
the actual drawing, the clean, force- 
ful draughtsmanship, simple composi- 
tion and clever contrast of black and 
white being beyond dispute. 

The characters are depicted with 
vigor and unusual insight, the most 
notable one, that of the dour visaged, 
crepe draped, high-hatted prohibition, 
having been accepted and adopted by 
the anti-arid of the cartoon world as 
the perfect symbol, although there is 
little caricature either in it or other 
figures which he portrays. 

15orn-in Galva, Illinois, in 1874, Mr. 
Kirby is in the cartoonist's prime, and 
his power of analysis is much en- 
hanced by bis ability as playwright 
and writer of merit, as well as his first- 
hand acquaintanceship with other 
members of his and kindred creative 
crafts both here and abroad. Oh, yes, 
and over the Kelly pool games at the 
Players, for it all helps! And that in 
spite of his well-deserved Pulitzer 
Prize awards. 

All in all the book is one worth- 
while and worthy of study by those 
who can appreciate good work worthy 
of preservation, since it embodies real 
thought well expressed in a very diffi- 
cult -medium. 

The notes accompanying the draw- 
ings, add interest only as verification 
as to time and newspaper comment, 
for the drawings need no explanation 
in idea or rendition. 



Christmas Books for Children 

(«y 1.. I,. CIIAIMMOIX) 

Hooks arc necessary to every child's 
happiness at Christmas time. I speak 
with assurance, though in this I rely 
not on the study of child psychology 
but rather on my own memories of 
Christmases long past. How I al- 
ways thrilled to spy beneath the 
boughs of the Christmas tree or. per- 
haps, on a chair beside my dangling 
stocking those dear volumes in blue 
and gold or crimson. I knew they 
offered a joy that would be deep and 
enduring. When the sound of Christ- 
mas horns became a burden, when one 
tired of winding and rewinding toy 
automobiles and of dressing and un- 
dressing the new doll, it was ^reat to 
turn to the quiet magic of a good 
story-book. 

Remembering my old delight in 
Christmas books, I am, at this season, 
apt to linger over-long before the 



beautiful "juveniles" that the book- 
shops are displaying. The offerings 
of 1931 are irresistible. I ain glad to 
discover that Elsa Beskow has written 
and illustrated another book for tiny 
children entitled The Adventures oj 
Peter and Lotto. It is a continuation of 
the scries begun with the story of Aunt 
Green, Aunt Brown and Aunt Lavender. 
These big picture books are ideal gifts 
for ages 4 to 6. 

Another jolly book of 1931 is Wan- 
dering Monday and Other Days in Old 
Bergen, by Ragnhild Chevalier. It is a 
collection of fourteen vigorous tales 
appropriate for a child of 8 or 10. The 
stories arc remembered bits from the 
author's life or that of her mother. 
The scene is generally a certain big 
wooden house on a hill in rural Nor- 
way. And the actors in each story 
are the little brothers and sisters who 
lived at "Cakkehuset" or the Hill 
House. Their games, their bogies, 
their ceremonials for special days, all 
are described with vivid charm. In 
addition to its foreign quality and pic- 
turesqueness which are so valuable, 
this book has life and movement on 
every page. A fascinating story is told 
of Kaslavcns-Mandag, the Monday be- 
fore Lent, when there are delicious 
buns for breakfast, but the largest 
share of buns goes to the child who 
has won them by rising so early that 
he has been able to spank with little 
birch switches all the other children 
as they lay sleeping. In another story, 
the children, beginning a game of hide- 
and-seek, "count out" according to a 
rhyme in the Norwegian language. Do 
you not like the ending: 

"Snip, snap, snulc, 
Du er ute!" 

One likes all of this little book. The 
stories are well told. The pictures by 
J. L. McCreery are interesting. Best 
of all, the book has a Christmas flavor. 
Four of the stories are concerned with 
the blessed festival, which nowhere 
is more joyfully, more whole-heartedly 
celebrated than in Scandinavia. 

An excellent story with an historical 
background is Frances Gaither's The 
Painted Amnv. The book is for boys 
and girls of 12 or 13, especially for 
those who like American history. 
Jacques Duval, a French lad, shipped 



as cabin boy on one of Iberville's ves- 
sels bound for Louisiana in 1700. Jac- 
ques' adventures with the Indians, the 
assistance he was able to render Mon- 
sieur d' Iberville, the effect of the wil- 
derness upon the characters of the 
colonists — all of this makes a book of 
true worth. It also has charm, for the 
author is a gifted writer with imagina- 
tive power quite equal to recreating a 
forest primaeval beside the lower Mis- 
sissippi.

The Sisters of Mercy centenary, 
which was celebrated this week 
throughout the world by the Catholic 
Church, was observed in the Philadel- 
phia diocese at the Motherhousc, Mater 
Misericordiae, Montgomery Avenue, 
Merion. 

A four-day program of commemora- 
tion of the hundredth anniversary of 
the founding of the order commenced 
last Saturday at Merion with the cele- 
bration of Solemn Pontifical Mass by 
Cardinal Dougherty. Dramatic events 
in the history of the Sisters of Mercy 
were depicted in a colorful pageant on 
Sunday in the auditorium of the acad- 
emy, participated in by over 200 girls. 
Among the principals in the pageant 
were Miss Cecele Bowes, of Cynwyd, 
and Miss Jane Stevens, of Narberth. 
The pageant was repeated Sunday 
afternoon, Monday and Tuesday. 

The buildings of the Motherhouse at 
Merion, which form a landmark on the 
Main Line, resulted from the growth 
of the order in the Philadelphia diocese. 
The site, then a large farm, was ac- 
quired through the efforts of the Rev. 
Mother M. Patricia Waldr'on in 1884. 
A small house on the property was 
used as a convent, and when an ad- 
joining estate was later purchased, a 
residence on it was used for the con- 
vent and an academy was opened. The 
academy grew so rapidly that it became 
necessary to construct a permanent 
stone building, which was done in 1893. 
A separate chapel and auditorium were 
added in 1906. 

In a vault in the community ceme- 
tery on the grounds of the Mother- 
house are interred the remains of 
Mother Patricia, the first superior of 
the order in the Philadelphia diocese, 
and who governed the order for fifty- 
five years until her death in 1916. 
Since then there have been but three 
superiors of the order — Mother M. 
Hildegarde Heuser, Mother Margaret 
Mary Byrne and the present superior, 
the Rev. Mother M.. Ambrose Doyle. 

During the term of Mother Byrne 
(1922-1927), the plans of her predeces- 
sor for the erection of a separate build- 
ing for small boys were completed. 
This is the present Waldron Academy 
on the grounds of Mater Misericordiae, 
named after the foundress of the Phila- 
delphia community of Sisters of Merc>. 

Included at Merion are the following 
establishments conducted by the Sis- 
ters of Mercy: Mater Misericordiae 
Convent, motherhouse, religious noviti- 
ate, normal training school for Sisters; 
Academy of Mater Misericordiae, high 
school, affiliated with the University of 
Pennsylvania, accredited standard high 
school by the State Board of Educa- 
tion, accredited by the Association of 
Secondary Schools of the Middle States 
and Maryland; Waldron Academy for 
Boys, a junior high and elementary 
school; Academy of Mercy, affiliated 
with the Catholic University of Amer- 
ica and accredited by the University of 
Pennsylvania, accredited by the Asso- 
ciation of Secondary Schools of the 
Middle States and Maryland. 

The order also conducts the follow- 
ing schools on the Main Line: Our 
Mother of Good Counsel School, Bryn 
Mawr; St. Thomas' School, Rosemont; 
St. Matthias' School, Bala; St. Mar- 
garet's School, Narberth; St. Denis' 
School, South Ardmore.

"Milk," said Miss Alack, is one of 
the most indispensable foods we have. 
It is the food for the very young, and 
is also necessary in the diet of every 
adult as it is a repair food. A quart 
of milk a day is necessary to the well- 
being of every individual. It is not 
essential that each person drink a quart 
of milk a day but the equivalent should 
be used in the preparation of meals 
and thus one unconsciously assimilates 
the quota. Fruit and vegetables com- 
bined with milk always make for an 
appetizing and health-giving meal. 
Milk, while it is not the cheapest food, 
gives the most for the money. One 
thing that must be remembered is that 
it is a food and not a drink, and con- 
tains all the vital elements to produce 
energy and strength. . 

"So many women think that milk is 
fattening and disregard it in their diet. 
It is not a fattening food and is only 
such when taken in excess with other 
foods." 

Miss Mack made a number of appe- 
tizing dishes from a combination of 
milk and their products and fruits and 
vegetables. One which was especially 
delicious and will serve as a dessert, 
was made of whipped cream, grapes, 
pineapple and marshmallows. Ihe 
first step is the whipping of the cream, • 
which may be done in a jiffy, provided 
the cream is kept at the right tempera- | 
ture, the second is the folding in of the 
pineapple, grapes and marshmallows 
which are cut in pieces of a suitable 
size. Pile lightly in a sherbert glass] 
or other suitable container and you will i 
have a dessert fit for a king in about j 
ten minutes. 

Another dainty dish was a salad 
made of a whole tomato stuffed with 
cottage cheese, placed on lettuce leaves 
and served with sour cream dressing. 
This sour cream dressing is made of 
two-thirds sour cream and one third 
mayonnaise, to which lemon juice, 
mustard and pepper may be added if 
so desired.
